I. Claims 93-1 08 and 1 1 0-146, drawn to compositions and methods thereof 
having Formula VII wherein the Het is A (see independent claim 93, line 
13), classified in class 546, subclass 1+. 

II. Claims 93-108, 1 10-1 16, 1 19-132, and 146, drawn to compositions and 
methods thereof having Formula VII wherein the Het is B (see 
independent claim 93, line 13), classified in class 544, subclass 239. 

III. Claims 93-108, 1 19-132, and 146, drawn to compositions and methods 
thereof having Formula VII wherein the Het is C (see independent claim 
93, line 13), classified in class 544, subclass 240. 

Note : Claims appearing in more than one Group will only be examined to the 
extent that they read upon the elected invention. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions l-lll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant 
case, the different inventions the Groups are structurally different because of the 
heterocyclic groups present in the structures. Therefore, there is no common core. 
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separate searches are necessary for each Group; and prior art which renders obvious 
or anticipates one Group would neither render obvious nor anticipate another group. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

ELECTION OF SPECIES 

4. Claims 93-108 and 1 10-146 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably 
distinct species comprising compositions and uses thereof as set forth in independent 
claims 93, 136, and 146. in particular, the claims may contain various heterocyclic ring 
structures. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for search purpose, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Note : The Examiner respectfully requests that the Applicant elect a species from 
within the elected group above. Also, Applicant is asked to identify ALL variables 
associated with the elected species (i.e., R1 is CHS; Zisa covalent bond; R3 is 
hydrogen, etc.) and the claims that read on the species. 

5. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
